San José, CA — En un am- 
biente de expectativa, la comunidad 
de esta ciudad se dio cita el próximo 
pasado seis de agosto en la Catedral 
San Patrick’s Proto, para dialogar y 
pedir a la Congresista Zoe Lofgren 
una reforma migratoria compren- 
siva. El evento, fue organizado por 
PACT, SIREN, SVAIR, PICO Na- 
cional Network, y la Campaña para 
la Reforma Migratoria para América 
(RI4A por sus siglas en inglés). 

De acuerdo a los estimados pre- 
sentados por la agrupación PACT, 
con 12 millones de personas sin 
los documentos legales para vivir 
en EE.UU. una política de sólo 
aplicación es irreal y costaría más 
de 200 mil millones de dólares; en

contraste, una reforma consistente 
en la integración y normalización 
del estatus migratorio generaría 
un estimado de 66 mil millones de 
dólares de ingreso por impuestos 
en los próximos diez años, eso sin 
contar la separación familiar que 
se da, al ser deportados los padres 
sin documentos, de sus hijos ciu- 
dadanos. 

“Queremos mostrar nuestro 
apoyo a la Congresista Lofgren en 
su lucha por lograr esta reforma 
migratoria, pero queremos contar

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con su compromiso de no dejar de 
hacerlo”, comentó Jesse Castañeda, 
Representante de la Iglesia Santa 
Julia en PACT. “Para ello, necesita- 
mos la unidad de la gente. Éste es 
nuestro Acto de Derechos Civiles 
del siglo XXT”. 

Por su parte para Mark Sil- 
verman, abogado de migración y 
parte del ILRC (Immigrant Legal 
Resource Center), manifestó que 
“este evento es el más importante 
del año acá en el norte de California, 
ya que la Congresista Lofgren en su 
papel de Presidenta del Comité de 
Migración, el escuchar a tanta gente 
demandando una reforma migrato- 
ria, hará que ella ponga más interés 
en la misma”. 

Además de escuchar a la 
Congresista Lofgren, el auditorio 
escuchó las historias de varios 
integrantes de la comunidad, como 
Monserrat de 13 años de edad, 
nacida en esta ciudad, habló sobre 


la tragedia de perder a su abuelo, a 
quien no conoció y no haber podido 
ir a verlo antes de morir debido al 
estatus migratorio de su madre. El 
caso de los hermanos Phalguin y 
Melody, que llegaron a través de la 
visa H1B, que le fuera concedida a 
su padre, pero que expiró hace siete 
años y a pesar de haber solicitado 
asilo político, su citación está en 
un limbo legal. O el caso de Xuan 
Huong, de origen vietnamita, que 
vivió 17 años como refugiada en 
Filipinas esperando el permiso para 
venira vivir a Estados Unidos, pero 
el permiso no incluyó a todos sus 
hijos menores. 

La Congresista escuchó a to- 
dos estos oradores y otros que 
le hicieron preguntas, sobre su 
compromiso para que la reforma 
migratoria incluya solución viable 
para las familias separadas. Le so- 
licitaron llevar cientos de cartas al 
Presidente Obama y a la Congresista 


Pelosi, escritas por emigrantes con y 
sin documentos pero que demandan 
una reforma migratoria justa. Se le 
preguntó si continuará luchando en 
Washington para lograr una reforma 
migratoria justa y que mantenga in- 
formada a la comunidad que radica 
en el Área de la Bahía. Los asis- 
tentes insistieron en una reforma 
rápida y razonable para quienes 
han respetado la ley por años y le 
solicitaron que trabaje con la Se- 
cretaria de Estado, Janet Napolitano, 
para parar la deportación errónea e 
ilegal de ciudadanos americanos, 
las redadas y para la expansión de 
programas como el E-VErify. 

A todas estas demandas, la 
Congresista Lofgren contestó que 
sí, que se comprometía a todas 
ellas y fue más lejos en cuanto a 
los arrestos y deportaciones de 
ciudadanos americanos al expresar 
que “esa es una forma de secuestro 
y eso no puede seguir sucediendo”. 
Juanita Velasco, quien hizo una de 
las preguntas, afirmó estar sorpren- 
dida por la respuesta afirmativa de 
la Congresista “ella entiende lo que 
está pasando con muchas personas 
que son ciudadanas y que han sido 
arrestadas ilegalmente”, concluyó. 

En México, días después, el 
Presidente Obama ofreció más no 
se comprometió, a presentar un 
borrador de Reforma Migratoria a 
la Legislatura de su país el próximo 
año.

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Clínicas comunitarias corren el riesgo de cerrar 


Varias clínicas comunitarias en 
California han comenzado a sentir 
las consecuencias de los masivos 
recortes presupuestarios y existe la 
posibilidad de que algunas se vean 
obligadas a cerrar sus puertas. El 
Gobernador Arnold Schwarzene- 
gger redujo unos 35 millones de 
dólares que anteriormente eran des- 
tinados exclusivamente a clínicas 
comunitarias. De esa partida presu- 
puestaria 2.2 millones de dólares se 
entregaban al programa de clínicas 
en áreas rurales; 1.9 millones a clíni- 
cas que atienden a trabajadores mi- 
grantes/campesinos y 8.4 millones 
del programa de EAPC (Acceso 
Ampliado a Cuidado Básico) para 
personas sin seguro médico. Eso 
sin contar los recortes en los bene- 
ficios a pacientes de Medi-Cal, la 
posible eliminación de por lo menos 
500,000 niños del programa Healthy 
Families y la reducción de 59 mil- 
lones de dólares de los fondos para

programas contra el VIH/SIDA. 
Debido al precario estado de 
la economía y el alto índice de 
desempleo, el número de personas 
que buscar asistencia en clínicas co- 
munitarias aumentó entre 10 y 20% 
en el último año, según CPCA. Las 
clínicas comunitarias cumplen una 
función importante en California, 
ya que para muchos, son el único 
lugar donde pueden obtener cuidado 
médico, tanto preventivo como de 
emergencia. En áreas urbanas, las 


clínicas comunitarias son abundan- 
tes, lo que no ocurre en zonas rura- 
les, donde puede haber solamente 
una clínica comunitaria en todo un 
condado. Líderes demócratas de 
la Legislatura han calificado estos 
recortes de última hora por parte del 
gobernador de “ilegales”, y dicen 
que a su regreso de vacaciones de 
verano, el próximo 17 de agosto, 
buscarán darles revés. Otros dicen 
que el Legislativo debe ofrecer otras 
alternativas.

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Estadounidenses están divididos sobre la reforma de salud 


Los estadounidenses están 
divididos sobre la reforma de salud 
propuesta por la Casa Blanca, según 
una nueva encuesta que muestra 
discrepancias dependiendo de la 
edad, la ubicación geográfica y la 
raza, entre otros factores. El sondeo 
publicado por el diario USA Today 
indica que la percepción pública 
sobre el tema es “compleja”. La 
encuesta realizada entre el 10 y 
el 12 de julio entre 3.026 adultos 
muestra que dos terceras partes de 
los afroamericanos y seis de cada 
diez hispanos creen que el objetivo 
clave de la retorma debe ser garan 
tizar la cobertura médica universal 
En la actualidad, alrededor de 
SQ millones de estadounidenses 
carecen de seguro médico, Por el 
contrario sets de cada diez blancos 
dicen que el principal objetivo debe 
ser controlar los costes. En líneas 
generales la idea de controlar los 


costes tiene más respaldo que la de 
ampliar la cobertura a los que ahora 
carecen de seguro médico, lo que ha 
llevado a la Casa Blanca a empezar a 
describir su ubjetivo como “reforma 
del seguro médico”. 

Por áreas geográficas, los resi- 
dentes en la parte occidental del 
país dicen que ampliar la cobertura 
es lo más importante, mientras que 
los que viven en los estados del sur 
aseguran que lo crucial es rebajar los 
precios.

al Migrante”. Las llamadas bases 
de paz “son foros permanentes de 
discusión y encuentro, donde se va 
dar a conocer la real situación social 
del pueblo colombiano y la amplia- 
ción de la estructura militar en el 
territorio colombiano, para crear 
mayor grado de conciencia en la po- 
blación colombiana y venezolana”, 
dijo el director de la organización 
“Colombianos en Venezuela”, Juan 
Carlos Tanus. En esos “foros se 
instruirá a 136 personas para que se 
conviertan en multiplicadores de los 
conocimientos obtenidos en función 
de la paz” en la región, añadió. 

Chávez propuso la creación de 
“bases de paz”, durante una reunión 
con la senadora colombiana oposi- 
tora Piedad Córdoba y miembros 
de la organización “Colombianos 
y Colombianas por la paz”. “Em- 
pezamos a armar las bases de paz 
con campamento y todo invitamos 
a conferencias e izamos la ban- 
dera”, dijo Chávez, y añadió que 
esa iniciativa podría ampliarse a 
Bolivia, Ecuador y Brasil para que

El Presidente de EE.UU., 
Barack Obama, reiteró en Guada- 
lajara que espera que el Congreso 
tenga listo un borrador para la 
reforma migratoria para fines de 
año y lo someta a votación en 2010, 
aunque ésta tenga que dar paso a 
otras prioridades de su Gobierno. 
La Cumbre de Líderes de América 
del Norte abarcó un amplio abanico 
de temas de la agenda trilateral, pero 
la “narcoviolencia”, la irmigración 
y comercio dominaron buena parte 
de las discusiones en el Instituto 
Cultural Cabañas en esta ciudad 
colonial. 

Durante una rueda de prensa, 
Obama dijo que una reforma mi- 
gratoria tiene que incluir los com- 
ponentes de seguridad fronteriza, 
un “proceso ordenado” para futuros 
flujos migratorios, y una vía para 
la legalización de inmigrantes. 
La reforma es un asunto clave en 
la agenda bilateral de EE.UU. y 
México tomando en cuenta que 
buena parte de los aproximadamente 
12 millones de indocumentados son 
de origen mexicano. La porosidad 
de la frontera, sin embargo, es algo 
que levanta ampollas entre algu- 
nos líderes republicanos y grupos 
conservadores estadounidenses, 
que se oponen a una “amnistía” 
para quienes cruzan ilegalmente la 
frontera hacia EE.UU.

Obama, el presidente mexi- 
cano, Felipe Calderón, y el pri- 
mer ministro canadiense, Stephen 
Harper, reafirmaron su apoyo al 
restablecimiento en el poder del 
depuesto presidente hondureño, 
Manuel Zelaya, tras el golpe del 
pasado 28 de junio.

Calde- 
rón instó a una solución que involu-

Sobre la recesión económica, 
los tres líderes se comprometieron 
a uniformar acciones contunden- 
tes para espolear el crecimiento 
económico en América del Norte, 
que supone la mayor zona de in- 
tercambio comercial en el mundo.

Mexico City mayor declares alert 


Mayor Marcelo Ebrard has 
declared a water-shortage alert in 
the Mexican capital, saying the 
situation could become “extremely 
serious” by the beginning of 2010 
unless 71 million cubic meters (2.5 
billion cubic feet) can be saved in 
the coming months. Ebrard issued 
a “yellow” alert, the second-high- 
est of four warning levels. He 
said that in Greater Mexico City, 
with a population of 20 million, 
“immediate measures are clearly 
required” to avoid an “extremely

serious” situation. The mayor said 
low levels of rainfall in 2009 will 
make it impossible to replenish the 
reservoirs that supply water to the 
capital, adding that the situation 
is expected to persist at least until 
May 2010. 

In addition to the 900 million 
pesos ($69 million) the federal 
government plans to invest in the 
Cutzamala System, a network of 
dams that accounts for roughly one- 
fifth of the water used by Mexico

City and its surrounding area, the 
Ebrard administration said it will 
continue to work to repair leaks 
in the capital’s water-distribution 
network. Experts say some 40 
percent of Mexico City’s water is 
lost due to leaky pipes. Ebrard said 
Mexico City has not experienced a 
comparable situation “for at least 
40 years,” adding that the crisis has 
already forced his administration 
to start suspending service to those 
who consume the most. EFE

“Most Americans 
think reggae is the only music we 
have,” says Caribbean tour opera- 
tor Ames Godwin. “The fact is, just 
about all of our islands have their 


own music... the different beats are 
usually very peppy, but some are a 
long way from reggae.” 

Unless you’ve been living on 
another planet, you’ ve likely heard 
the reggae tunes (distinguished by 
accents on the second and fourth 
beat of each bar) of Jamaican 
superstar Bob Marley. The upbeat 
reggae rhythm combined with the 
passion of his lyrics — he called on 
his fans to stand up for their rights 
and to live righteously — propelled 
Marley’s discs to the top of the 
worldwide charts again and again 
until his death in 1981. You'll also 
hear messages like that in the West 


VIAJES 


Indies’ old-time calypso music, 
although usually more subtle and 
often buried in a little humor. 

Today’s musical theme is hav- 
ing fun. For instance, on Martinique, 
Guadeloupe and the other French- 
speaking islands you can follow the 
wiggling bodies to “zouk” concerts. 
Known for its fast, brassy rhythm 
and distinctive back-beat, zouk 
literally means party. Equally or 
even more brassy is “soca” (a blend 
of soul and calypso) from Trinidad. 
Put heavy helpings of percussion on 
top of the brass, and you get songs 
like the chart-topping “Hot, Hot, 
Hot.” Meanwhile, you'll still hear 
Trinidadian “panners” beating away 
on steel drums first fashioned out of 
55-gallon oil drums in the 1930s. 

Another old-timer that’s still 
around is “merengue” from the 
Dominican Republic. Played fast 
with a 2/4 beat, merengue arguably 
ties with zouk and the hard-driving 
beat of Haitian “compas” tunes for 
the Caribbean’s most sensual music. 
Nowadays you'll hear fusions of 
just about everything on the islands. 
Like zouk mixed with reggae and 
soca. Or a Bahamian carnival-like 
“junkanoo” served up with a compas 
and a merengue. Or a smorgasbord 
of a banjo-backed “funji” from 
Tortola, some lively “salsa” from 
Puerto Rico or Cuba and just a hint 
of a minuet-ish “quelbe” from St. 
Croix. 

Need more spices? Add a dash 
of “spouge” from Barbados, “tum- 
ba” from Curacao, “scratch” from 
St. Thomas and earlier forms of reg- 
gae called “ska” and “rocksteady.” 
Still another kind of Jamaican music 
— one that's hardly ever mixed — i 
called “nyabinghi” (nye-ah-bing- 
ee). Played at secluded retreats in 
the Jamaican mountains, nyabinghi 
songs are chanted out for hours on 
end by dreadlocked members of the
